Program (VEOP) provides Federal fi- 
nancial assistance to Institutions of 
higher education to provide certain 
services to veterans.

"Instructional expenses In academi- 
cally related programs” means the 
funds expended by an Instructional de- 
partment of an institution of higher 
education for salaries, office expenses, 
equipment, and research. 

"Outreach” means a coordinated, 
community-wide program of reaching 
veterans to encourage enrollment in, 
and completion of, postsecondary edu- 
cation, with special emphasis on edu- 
cationally disadvantaged veterans, 
se^lce-connected disabled veterans, 
other disabled or handicapped veter- 
and incarcerated veterans within 
™tution’s service area, including 
^tivities to determine their needs and 
Ml appropriate referral and 

arrangements with relevant 
^ice agencies, as needed to encour- 
se such enrollment and completion. 


"Recruitment” means a concerted 
effort to enroll veterans in postsecond- 
ary training programs available at the 
Institution or elsewhere. 

"Special education programs” means 
remedial, tutorial, and motivational 
programs designed to promote success 
In postsecondary education. 

"Student” means a person in attend- 
ance at an institution of higher educa- 
tion. 

"Undergraduate student” means a 
student who is enrolled in an under- 
graduate course of study at an institu- 
tion of higher education and has not 
been awarded a baccalaureate or first 
professional degree. 

"Veteran" means a person who— 

(1) Served on active duty In the 
Armed Forces for a continuous period 
of more than 180 days and was dis- 
charged or released with other than a 
dishonorable discharge: 

(2) Was discharged or released from 
active duty in the Armed Forces be- 
cause of a service-connected disability: 
or 

(3) Is receiving or is eligible to re- 
ceive benefits under 38 U.S.C. Chapter 
30.

(1) Maintaining an office of veter- 
ans' affairs which has responsibility 
for veterans’ outreach, recruitment, 
special education programs, and the 
provision of educational, vocational, 
and personal counseling to veterans. 

<2) Carrying out programs designed 
to prepare educationally disadvan- 
taged veterans for postsecondary edu- 
cation for which they are receiving 
benefits under 38 U.S.C. Chapter 34, 
Subchapter V. 

(3) Carrying out active outreach 
(with special emphasis on service-con- 
nected disabled veterans, other dis- 
abled or handicapped veterans, incar- 
cerated veterans, and educationally 
disadvantaged veterans), recruiting, 
and counseling activities, through the 
use of funds available under federally 
assisted work-study programs (with 
special emphasis on the veteran-stu- 
dent services program under 38 U.S.C. 
1685). 

(4) Carrying out an active tutorial 
assistance program for veterans, in- 
cluding disseminating information re- 
garding the program, with special em- 
phasis on making maximum use of the 
benefits available under 38 U.S.C. 
1692. 

(5) Assisting In the readjustment, re- 
habilitation, personal counseling, and 
employment needs of veterans. 

(6) Coordinating activities carried 
out under this part with the Veterans 
Administration’s— 

(i) Readjustment counseling pro- 
gram authorized under 38 U.S.C. 612A; 
and 

(ii) Programs of veterans employ- 
ment and training authorized under 
the Job Training Partnership Act and 
under 38 U.S.C. Chapters 41 and 42. 

(7) After the Institution has -carried 
out the activities described in para- 
graphs (a)(l)-(6) of this section, de- 
fraying instructional expenses in aca- 
demically related programs. 

(b) An institution may not use 
VEOP funds for a school or depart- 
ment of divinity or for any reli^ous 
worship or sectarian activity. 

(c) A grantee may use VEOP funds 
to pay travel expenditures only if the 
travel expenditures are Incurred in 
connection with recniltment and out- 
reach activities, or attendance at De- 
partment-sponsored meetings provid-

ing technical assistance or Depari- 
ment-approved professional meetings.

(6) An assurance that the institution 
will submit to the Secretary the re- 
ports required by § 629.32.

Subparf C — Hew Does the Secretory

(2) $150 for each veteran who— 

(i) Has been the recipient of educa- 
tional assistance under 38 U.S.C. 
Chapter 34, Subchapter V; 

(ID Has a service-connected disability 
as defined in 38 U.S.C. 101(16); or 

(ill) Is a disabled veteran as defined 
in § 629.3. 

(3) $100 for each veteran other than 
those listed in paragraphs (a)(1) and 

(a)(2) of this section, who has received 
an honorable discharge from military 
service but who is no longer eligible to, 
or does not, receive educational bene- 
fits under 38 U.S.C. Chapter 31 or 34. 

(b) The Secretary reduces the 
amount of payment awarded for each 
veteran attending the institution on a 
less than full-time basis in proportion 
to the degree to which that person is 
attending on a less than full-time 
basis. 

(c) The total payment that the Sec- 
retary makes in any fiscal year to an 
institution, or to an eligible branch 
thereof, is at least $1,000 but does not 
exceed $75,000. 

(d) The Secretary apportions funds 
which become available as a result of 
the limitation on payments described 
in paragraph (c) of this section so that 
all grantees under this part receive— 

(1) A payment of $9,000 or the 
amount to which it is entitled under 
paragraphs (a) and (b) of this section 
for that fiscal year (but not less than 
i 1.000), whichever is lesser; and 

(2) Additional amounts up to the 
^75.000 maximum for each eligible in- 
stitution or eligible branch thereof. 

If the amount appropriated for 
fiscal year is not sufficient to 
make payments in the amounts to 
^'nlch all applicants are entitled, the 
ratably reduces those pay- 
ments. if any amounts become avail- 

Die for a fiscal year after such reduc- 
have been imposed, the Secre-. 
increases the reduced payments 


on the same basis as they were de- 
creased.

(b) (1) The Secretary may waive the 
expenditure requirements of para- 
graphs (a) (1) and (2) of this section if 
he determines that the grantee is ca- 
pable of adequately carrying out the 
activities described in $629, 5(a) (1) 
through (6) using less than 90 percent 
of Its award. An institution that re- 
ceives such a waiver may use any 
awarded funds remaining after carry- 
ing out the activities described in 
5 629.6(a) (1) through (6) to defray in- 
structional expenses in its academical- 
ly related programs, subject to any 
limitations imposed by the Secretary. 

(2) In making the determination de- 
scribed in paragraph (b)(1) of this sec- 
tion, the Secretary may consider all 
aspects of the institution’s programs 
for veterans, including, but not limited 
to the following: 

(i) Administration, (A) Adequate 
identification of the veteran popula- 
tion in the institution’s service area 
and adequate assessment of its needs 
related to postsecondary education; 

<B) The employment of an adequate 
number of qualiHed staff members to 
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§ 629.31 

support veterans’ activities and serv- 
ices; 

(C) The provision of adequate, 
prominently located, and accessible 
housing for the Institution's office of 
veterans’ affairs, in light of the insti- 
tution’s veteran student enrollment 
and physical environment: and 

(D) The coordination of veterans’ 
services with other campus services 
available to veterans, such as admis- 
sions, student financial assistance, 
counseling, job placement, and pro- 
grams carried out by the Veterans Ad- 
ministration pursuant to 38 '6.S.C. 

(il) Outreach. The establishment and 
maintenance of— 

(A) Contact with veterans in the in- 
stitution’s service area; 

(B) An effective procedure for as- 
sessing veterans’ needs, problems, and 
Interests related to postsecondary edu- 
cation; and 

(C) An effective referral service in- 
volving agencies providing assistance 
in areas such as housing, employment, 
health, recreation, vocational and 
technical training, and financial assist- 
ance as such services are related to en- 
couraging the pursuit of postsecond- 
ary education. 

(Hi) Recruitment The establishment 
and maintenance of procedures for 
bringing veterans into programs of 
postsecondary education most suited 
to their educational and career aspira- 
tions, including such techniques as 
publications, use of mass media, and 
personal contacts. 

(iv) Special Education Programs. 
The establishment and maintenance 
of support from appropriate depart- 
ments of the institution for special re- 
medial, motivational, and tutorial pro- 
grams for veteran students. 

<v) Counseling. The establishment 
and maintenance of ready access by 
veteran students to professional assist- 
ance and consultation on personal, 
family, educational, and career prob- 
lems. 

(c) If an institution cannot carry out 
all of the activities described in 
§ 629.5(a) (1) through (6) due to limit- 
ed veteran enrollment, the Secretary 
may permit one or more of the re- 
quired activities to be carried out 
through a consortium agreement with

one or more Institutions of higher edu 
cation. 

(d) An award made in any fiscal year 
remains available for expenditure by 
the grantee for up to two academic 
years.

§ 629.31 What are the matching require- 
ments? 

(a) During the fiscal year for which 
it receives an award, a grantee shall 
expend from non-Pederal sources— 

(1) For all academically related pro- 
grams of the institution, an amount at 
least as great as the average amount it 
expended for such programs during 
the three years preceding the grant 
year; and 

(2) For the activities described in 
§ 629.5(a), an amount at least as great 
as the amount of the grant. 

(b) The Secretary applies the rules 
in 34 CFR Part 74, Subpart G, in as- 
sessing an institution’s compliance 
with paragraph (a)(2) of this section.
